15, wherein said aiming of said laser beam is achieved via body movement proximal to a 
point of attachment of said attachment device. 

17. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of nonverbal communication 
between a patient and a caregiver comprising: 

affixing a laser module to an article worn by a patient v ia an attachment 
d e vic e on a us e r ; 

activating the laser via a switch: 

aimiiig - d irecting a laser beam emitted from said laser module at an object so 



providing a laser coupled to a power supply and an on/off switch by a length 



of wire: 
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as to cause a laser image to impinge on the object: and 

allowing a caregiver to v iewiag said object illuminated by said laser beam; 

wherein said object is selected by the patient to communicate a concept to a 
caregiver, the concept relating to a medical care of the patient . 

18. (NEW) An apparatus for use with a system for providing nonverbal 
communication between a first person and a second person, a light emitting pointer being 
mounted to the head of the first person, the apparatus comprising; 

a chart having a plurality of images printed thereon, said objects being 
selected to represent concepts to be communicated by a first person to a second 
person; 

a support for supporting the chart within view of the first person and the 
second person, such that the first person can point to the images on the chart with the 
light emitting pointer. 

19. (NEW) The apparatus of Claim 18, wherein the chart comprises images 
representing at least one concept selected from the group consisting of: pain, discomfort, 
emotion, personal grooming requests and information relating to a medical condition of the 
first person. 

20. (NEW) The apparatus of Claim 19, wherein the images are grouped according 
to said concept, and wherein a plurality of images indicating related concepts are located 
adjacent one another oh the chart. 

2L (NEW) A system configured to provide a system of nonverbal 
communication between a patient and a caregiver, the system comprising; 

a pointer device projecting into a room where the patient and the caregiver are 
located; 

said pointer device being mounted on the patient and adapted to point to 
objects remote from the patient and within view of the caregiver; 

said objects comprising an indication of a desired communication between the 
patient and the caregiver. 
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22. (NEW) The system of Claim 21, wherein the object is symbolit of at least 
one concept selected from the group consisting of: pain, discomfort, emotion, personal 
grooming requests and information relating to a medical condition of the patient. 

23. (NEW) The system of Claim 21, wherein the pointer device comprises a laser 
pointer. 
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
